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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Election 

In the response to the first Election of Species Requirement, the Applicant 
elected the species drawn to Figures 9 and 9A-9C and the subspecies drawn to Figure 
14. However, the elected species (Figures 9-9C) do not read on the independent claim. 
The independent claim recites that the winged needle has a lateral piece extending from 
two sides of the needle body and the winged needle cover is provided with a holding 
portion. In Figures 9-9C, the lateral pieces are on the needle cover and the holding 
portion is provided on the needle body. The Examiner has regrouped the Species to 
include all of the figures and a new Election of Species is now required. If the Applicant 
still wishes to elect the species drawn to Figures 9-9C, appropriate correction to the 
claims must be made.
